On  behalf  of  the  CDLIS  Working  Group,  I  am  reaching  out  to  you  today  to  ask  for  your  help  regarding 
National  Registry  II. 

FMCSA  is  requesting  help  from  the  SDLAs  to  set  a  new  compliance  date  for  National  Registry  II  (the 
current  compliance  date  as  per  the  final  rule  is  June  22,  2018).  FMCSA  has  provided  a  list  of 
questions  that  they  would  like  each  SDLA  to  respond  to  concerning  if/how  the  Mini  Specification 
documents  provided  by  AAMVA  will  be  used. 

The  anticipated  dates  for  the  Mini  Specification  documents  and  the  NRII  Master  Specification  are  as 
follows:

Specification  is  available.  AAMVA  anticipates  releasing  the  NR03  AMIE  Mini  Spec  ahead  of  schedule 
as  well,  however  the  release  date  is  dependent  on  how  review  and  approval  process  goes  with  the 
CDLIS  Working  Group  and  FMCSA.  The  Mini  Specifications  (and  information  regarding  what  the  Mini

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  Understanding  the  Administrative  Features

The  NMVTIS  SWI  Web  Application  is  used  by  the  states  to  perform  title  verification 
and  data  corrections.  This  webinar  focuses  on  how  the  states  use  the 
administrative  features  to  oversee  the  states  user  community.  A  brief  overview  of 
the  SWI  application  is  also  provided.  The  SWI  application  has  been  built  so  that 
each  state  manages  their  own  user  community.  This  includes  configuring  the 
system  with  organizations  to  which  users  are  assigned.  The  state  administrator  is 
responsible  for  user  role  assignments  and  user  account  activation  and 
deactivation.  The  SWI  Application  also  includes  a  reporting  component  that  allows 
state  administrators  to  monitor  user  activity.

Virginia:  New  Law  Removes  TNC  Vehicle  Registration 
Requirement  for  Uber,  Lyft  Drivers 

Transportation  Network  Company  (TNC)  drivers  no  longer  need  to  obtain  a  special 
TNC  vehicle  registration  from  the  Virginia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  to  operate 
within  the  Commonwealth.  This  change  in  law,  which  also  includes  a  modification 
to  TNC  vehicle  registration  requirements  for  out-ofstate  drivers,  took  effect  March 
25,  2017.  Patroned  by  Senator  Steve  Newman  and  Delegate  Ron  Villanueva,  S.B. 
1366  and  H.B.  2019  also  removed  the  requirement  that  TNC  partner  vehicles  bear 
a  DMV-issued  black-and-yellow  registration  year  decal  on  their  license  plates  or, 
for  out-of-state  drivers,  a  decal  in  the  vehicle's  window.  Instead,  TNC  partners  will 
continue  to  obtain  authorization  to  operate  from  a  licensed  transportation  network 
company,  notify  the  company  of  the  vehicle  to  be  used,  and  display  applicable 
trade  dress  when  the  vehicle  is  in  TNC  use.  Read  more  here.

Virginia:  New  Law  Removes  TNC  Vehicle  Registration  Requirement  for  Uber,  Lyft  Drivers 
Transportation  Network  Company  (TNC)  drivers  no  longer  need  to  obtain  a  special  TNC  vehicle 
registration  from  the  Virginia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  to  operate  within  the  Commonwealth.  This 
change  in  law,  which  also  includes  a  modification  to  TNC  vehicle  registration  requirements  for  out- 
ofstate  drivers,  took  effect  March  25,  2017.  Patroned  by  Senator  Steve  Newman  and  Delegate  Ron 
Villanueva,  S.B.  1366  and  H.B.  2019  also  removed  the  requirement  that  TNC  partner  vehicles  bear  a 
DMV-issued  black-and-yellow  registration  year  decal  on  their  license  plates  or,  for  out-of-state 
drivers,  a  decal  in  the  vehicle's  window.  Instead,  TNC  partners  will  continue  to  obtain  authorization  to 
operate  from  a  licensed  transportation  network  company,  notify  the  company  of  the  vehicle  to  be 
used,  and  display  applicable  trade  dress  when  the  vehicle  is  in  TNC  use.  Read  more  here.

The  United  States  Senate  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation  Committee  has  requested  that 
AAMVA  survey  its  membership  regarding  duplicative  security  threat  assessment  requirements 
associated  with  obtaining  a  hazardous  materials  (HAZMAT)  endorsement  and  obtaining  the 
Transportation  Worker  Identification  Credential  (TWIC).  Responses  will  inform  the  Committee  of 
current  state  security  threat  assessment  procedures  and  their  applicability  to  HAZMAT  endorsements 
and  the  TWIC. 

FMCSA  Announces  Post-Accident  Reporting  Meeting  at  CVSA  Workshop 

The  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  announces  a  meeting  of  its  Post- 
Accident  Reporting  (PAR)  Advisory  Committee  on  Monday,  April  24,  2017,  at  the  Commercial  Vehicle 
Safety  Alliance  (CVSA)  Workshop  in  Atlanta,  GA.  Under  section  5306  of  the  FAST  Act,  the  PAR  was 
charged  with  reviewing  post-accident  reports  and  made  recommendations  on  the  data  elements 
required  by  the  reports  and  modifications  that  may  improve  their  use  through  the  addition  of  data 
elements  at  its  meeting  in  December  2016.  At  this  meeting,  the  PAR  will  provide  suggestions 
concerning  the  implementation  of  its  recommendations  to  the  FMCSA  Administrator.  The  meeting  is 
open  to  the  public  for  its  entirety. 

FMCSA  Announces  Renewal  of  CMV  Hearing  Exemption 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  announces  its  decision  to  renew  the 
exemptions  for  3  individuals  from  the  hearing  requirement  to  operate  commercial  motor  vehicles 
(CMVs)  in  interstate  commerce.  The  exemptions  enable  these  individuals  to  operate  CMVs  in 
interstate  commerce.  This  decision  was  effective  April  8,  2017.  Comments  on  these  exemption 
renewals  must  be  received  by  May  5,  2017.

DOJ  Issues  Prosecution  Memo  Prioritizing  Immigration 
Offenses 

Department  of  Justice  Attorney  General  Jeff  Sessions  has  issued  a  memorandum 
to  all  federal  prosecutors  regarding  enforcement  and  prioritization  of  immigration 
offenses.  The  memo  directs  federal  prosecutors  to  increase  efforts  prioritizing 
immigration  offenses  such  as  "bringing  in  and  harboring  certain  aliens;  improper 
entry  by  aliens;  reentry  of  removed  aliens;  aggravated  identity  theft,  fraud  and 
misuse  of  visas  permits  and  other  documents;  and  assaulting,  resisting,  or 
impeding  officers."  The  memo  cites  18  USC  1546  with  relation  to  fraud  and  misuse 
of  visas  permits  and  other  documents.  That  Code  citation  provides  that  "Whoever 
knowingly  forges,  counterfeits,  alters,  or  falsely  makes  any  immigrant  or 
nonimmigrant  visa,  permit,  border  crossing  card,  alien  registration  receipt  card,  or 
other  document  prescribed  by  statute  or  regulation  for  entry  into  or  as  evidence  of 
authorized  stay  or  employment  in  the  United  States"  has  committed  a  criminal 
offense.

This 
memorandum  would  require  all  federal  agencies  to  begin  taking  immediate  actions 
on  near-term  workforce  reductions  and  scoping  potential  cost  savings  -  including 
planning  for  the  reduced  domestic  funding  levels  as  described  in  the  President's 
Fiscal  Year  2018  Budget  Blueprint.  The  memorandum  would  further  require

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DOJ  Issues  Prosecution  Memo  Prioritizing  Immigration 
Offenses 

Department  of  Justice  Attorney  General  Jeff  Sessions  has  issued  a  memorandum 
to  all  federal  prosecutors  regarding  enforcement  and  prioritization  of  immigration 
offenses.  The  memo  directs  federal  prosecutors  to  increase  efforts  prioritizing 
immigration  offenses  such  as  "bringing  in  and  harboring  certain  aliens;  improper 
entry  by  aliens;  reentry  of  removed  aliens;  aggravated  identity  theft,  fraud  and 
misuse  of  visas  permits  and  other  documents;  and  assaulting,  resisting,  or 
impeding  officers."  The  memo  cites  18  USC  1546  with  relation  to  fraud  and  misuse 
of  visas  permits  and  other  documents.  That  Code  citation  provides  that  "Whoever 
knowingly  forges,  counterfeits,  alters,  or  falsely  makes  any  immigrant  or 
nonimmigrant  visa,  permit,  border  crossing  card,  alien  registration  receipt  card,  or 
other  document  prescribed  by  statute  or  regulation  for  entry  into  or  as  evidence  of 
authorized  stay  or  employment  in  the  United  States"  has  committed  a  criminal 
offense. 


FMCSA  Announces  Public  Listening  Session  On  Highly 
Automated  Commercial  Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  announces  that  it  will  hold  a 
public  listening  session  on  April  24,  2017  at  the  Commercial  Vehicle  Safety 
Alliance  Workshop  at  the  Hyatt  Regency  Atlanta,  265  Peachtree  Street  NE., 
Atlanta,  GA  30303,  to  solicit  information  on  issues  relating  to  the  design, 
development,  testing,  and  deployment  of  highly  automated  commercial  vehicles 
(HACVs).  The  listening  session  will  provide  interested  parties  an  opportunity  to 
share  their  views  and  any  data  or  analysis  on  this  topic  with  Agency 
representatives.  FMCSA  will  webcast  the  entire  proceeding.  FMCSA  will  post 
specific  information  on  how  to  participate  via  the  Internet  on  the  FMCSA  Web  site 
at  www.fmcsa.dot.gov  in  advance  of  the  session.  The  listening  session  will  be  held 
on  Monday,  April  24,  2017,  from  9:30  a.m.  to  12:00  p.m.  (EST).  Comments  will  be 
accepted  from  in-person  participants  as  well  as  comments  submitted  via  the 
Internet.  Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  July  17,  2017. 


FMCSA  Issues  Final  Rule  Adjusting  Civil  Penalties 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  final  rule 
amending  the  civil  penalties  listed  in  its  regulations  to  ensure  that  the  civil 
penalties  assessed  or  enforced  by  the  Agency  reflect  the  statutorily  mandated 
ranges  as  adjusted  for  inflation.  This  action  is  taken  pursuant  to  the  Federal  Civil 
Penalties  Inflation  Adjustment  Improvements  Act  of  2015.  FMCSA  is  required  to 
promulgate  annual  adjustments  each  year  by  January  15. 


OMB  Issues  Memorandum  Directing  Federal  Workforce 
Reductions 

Mick  Mulvaney,  Director  of  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB)  has 
issued  an  executive  memorandum  entitled,  "Comprehensive  Plan  for  Reforming 
the  Federal  Government  and  Reducing  the  Federal  Civilian  Workforce."  This 
memorandum  would  require  all  federal  agencies  to  begin  taking  immediate  actions 
on  near-term  workforce  reductions  and  scoping  potential  cost  savings  -  including 
planning  for  the  reduced  domestic  funding  levels  as  described  in  the  President's 
Fiscal  Year  2018  Budget  Blueprint.  The  memorandum  would  further  require 
federal  agencies  develop  a  plan  to  maximize  employee  performance  by  June  30, 
2017  and  submit  an  Agency  Reform  Plan  to  OMB  in  September  2017  as  part  of 
the  agency's  FY  2019  Budget  submission  to  OMB  that  includes  long-term 
workforce  reductions.

New  Research:  Teens  with  Autism  Spectrum  Disorder  Do 
Drive 

A  study  conducted  by  Allison  E.  Curry,  PhD  and  her  colleagues  at  Children's 
Hospital  of  Philadelphia  (CHOP)  finds  1  in  3  adolescents  with  autism  spectrum 
disorder  (ASD)  receive  an  intermediate  driver’s  license,  and  the  majority  does  so  in 
their  17th  year.  This  large-scale  study  is  the  first  to  provide  detailed  information  on 
the  proportion  of  adolescents  with  ASD  who  get  licensed  and  the  rate  at  which 
they  progress  through  Graduated  Driver  Licensing.  Results  published  in  the  journal 
Autism  suggest  that  families  are  making  the  decision  to  pursue  driving  before  their 
teens  even  get  behind  the  wheel  with  a  learner’s  permit.  Read  more  about  the 
research  and  access  resources  for  families  from  CHOP'S  Center  for  Autism 
Research  in  the  press  release  and  a  blog  post  from  Dr.  Curry.

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.

Alabama:  New  Recall  Compensation  Law  Effective  July  1 

On  Tuesday,  Alabama  Governor  Kay  Ivey  signed  into  law  the  ADAA-supported 
recall  compensation  bill.  The  new  statute  (ACT  2016-148)  (CLICK  HERE)  is 
effective  July  1 , 201 7.  It  amends  the  Alabama  Motor  Vehicle  Franchise  Act  to 
require  auto  manufacturers  to  compensate  new  car  dealers  who  have  recalled 
vehicles  in  their  used  vehicle  inventories  with  serious  safety  defects  where  repair 
parts  are  not  readily  available.  The  measure  was  sponsored  by  Senator  Clay 
Scofield  (R-Guntersville)  and  Representative  Ron  Johnson  (R-Sylacauga).  The 
current  lack  of  compensation  creates  an  unfair  added  expense  to  dealers  due  to 
floor  plan  interest,  insurance,  storage,  and  vehicle  depreciation  that  they  incur 
when  repairs  cannot  be  made  in  a  timely  manner.  Read  more  here. 


Pennsylvania  Says  It  Busted  up  Fraudulent  License  Plate 
Ring 

Pennsylvania’s  attorney  general's  office  on  Wednesday  charged  a  dozen  people 
as  part  of  an  organized  crime  ring  that  it  said  had  made  millions  of  dollars  renting 
out  fraudulently  obtained  license  plates,  primarily  in  New  York  City.  The  people 
who  rented  the  Pennsylvania  plates  —  which  were  packaged  with  fraudulent 
insurance  paperwork  —  allegedly  used  the  anonymity  to  evade  traffic  tickets, 
parking  fines  and  highway  tolls.

President  Trump  Issues  Executive  Order  on  "Buy 
American  and  Hire  American" 

President  Donald  Trump  has  issued  an  executive  order  entitled,  "Buy  American 
and  Hire  American."  This  executive  order  directs  that  it  is  the  policy  of  the 
executive  branch  to  maximize,  consistent  with  law,  through  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  federal  financial  assistance  awards  and  federal  procurements,  the 
use  of  goods,  products,  and  materials  produced  in  the  United  States.  Further,  the 
order  directs  federal  agencies  to  strictly  monitor,  enforce,  and  comply  with  "Buy 
American"  laws  and  minimize  the  use  of  waivers  with  relation  to  federal  awards 
and  procurement.  Within  150  days,  the  heads  of  all  agencies  are  directed  to 
assess  their  ability  to  monitor,  enforce  and  implement  compliance  with  "Buy 
American"  laws  within  their  agencies  and  assess  the  use  of  waivers  by  type  and 
impact  on  domestic  jobs  and  manufacturing.  Further,  federal  agencies  are  directed 
to  develop  and  propose  policies  to  ensure  that  federal  financial  assistance  awards 
and  federal  procurements  maximize  the  use  of  materials  produced  in  the  United 
States.  The  order  directs  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Attorney  General,  the 
Secretary  of  Labor,  and  the  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  to  propose  new  rules 
and  issue  new  guidance  to  supersede  or  revise  previous  rules  and  guidance  in  the 
administration  of  the  immigration  system.  Finally,  the  order  directs  the  Secretary  of 
State,  the  Attorney  General,  the  Secretary  of  Labor,  and  the  Secretary  of 
Homeland  Security  to  suggest  reforms  to  help  ensure  that  H-1 B  visas  are  awarded 
to  the  most-skilled  or  highest-paid  petition  beneficiaries.

Sessions  Confirmed  as  Attorney  General 

The  United  States  Senate  has  confirmed  Republican  Senator  Jeff  Sessions  of 
Alabama  to  serve  as  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  by  a  vote  of  52- 
47.  Sessions  has  resigned  immediately  from  the  Senate  to  lead  the  Justice 
Department.  Sessions  vacancy  in  Alabama  will  be  filled  by  an  interim  replacement 
appointed  by  Alabama  Governor  Robert  Bently  then  filled  for  the  remainder  of 
Sessions'  term  through  January  2021  by  a  special  election. 


President  Trump  Signs  Order  to  Dismantle  Transnational 
Criminal  Organizations  and  Prevent  International 
Trafficking 

President  Trump  signed  the  "Enforcing  Federal  Law  with  Respect  to  Transnational 
Criminal  Organizations  and  Preventing  International  Trafficking"  executive  order  on 
February  9,  2016.  The  order  focuses  on  dismantling  transnational  criminal  and 
subsidiary  organizations,  including  transnational  drug  cartels  and  human  trafficking 
organizations.  The  executive  action  directs  federal  law  enforcement  agencies  to 
focus  enforcement  efforts  on  these  transnational  organizations  and  increase 
intelligence  sharing  and  cooperation.  As  part  of  the  order,  the  Secretary  of  State, 
the  Attorney  General,  the  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security,  and  the  Director  of 
National  Intelligence  will  co-chair  and  direct  the  existing  interagency  Threat 
Mitigation  Working  Group  (TMWG),  which  will  identify  methods  for  Federal 
agencies  to  coordinate  with  State,  tribal,  and  local  governments  and  law 
enforcement  agencies,  foreign  law  enforcement  partners,  public-health 
organizations,  and  non-governmental  organizations  in  order  to  aid  in  the 
identification,  interdiction,  and  dismantling  of  transnational  criminal  organizations 
and  subsidiary  organizations. 


President  Trump  Signs  Order  To  Prevent  Violence 
Against  Law  Enforcement  Officers 

President  Trump  signed  the  Preventing  Violence  Against  Federal,  State,  Tribal, 
and  Local  Law  Enforcement  Officers  executive  order  on  February  9,  2016.  The 
order  affirms  that  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Executive  Branch  to  enforce  all  Federal  laws 
in  order  to  enhance  the  protection  and  safety  of  Federal,  State,  tribal,  and  local  law 
enforcement  officers,  develop  strategies  to  further  enhance  the  protection  and 
safety  of  all  officers,  pursue  appropriate  legislation  that  will  define  new  Federal 
crimes,  and  increase  penalties  for  existing  Federal  crimes  to  prevent  violence 
against  law  enforcement  officers.  The  executive  action  directs  the  Attorney 
General  to  develop  an  implementation  strategy  consisting  of  coordination  among 
all  levels  of  law  enforcement,  review  of  current  Federal  laws,  evaluation  of  all  grant 
funding  programs  currently  administered  by  the  Department  of  Justice,  and  make 
recommendations  on  how  to  enhance  the  safety  of  law  enforcements  officers. 

President  Trump  Signs  Order  To  Create  Task  Force  on 
Crime  Reduction  and  Public  Safety 

President  Trump  signed  the  "Task  Force  on  Crime  Reduction  and  Public  Safety" 
executive  order  on  February  9,  2016.  The  purpose  of  the  order  is  to  reduce  crime 
and  restore  public  safety  to  communities  across  the  nation.  The  Attorney  General 
is  directed  to  establish  appoint  or  designate  an  individual  or  individuals  to  chair  a 
Task  Force  on  Crime  Reduction  and  Public  Safety.  The  Task  Force  shall 
exchange  information  and  ideas  among  its  members  that  will  be  useful  in

Through  a  collaborative  partnership  among  the  associations  represented  on  the 
Criminal  Intelligence  Coordinating  Council  (CICC),  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Homeland  Security,  the  Bureau  of  Justice  Assistance,  and  numerous  federal, 
state,  and  local  partners,  we  are  pleased  to  announce  the  official  release  of  the 
License  Plate  Reader  Policy  Development  Template  for  Use  in  Intelligence 

and  Investigative  Activities  (LPR  Policy  Template).  This  policy  guidance 
resource  is  designed  specifically  for  law  enforcement  entities  and  fusion  centers  to 
assist  their  efforts  developing  and  implementing  comprehensive  privacy,  civil 
rights,  and  civil  liberties  policies  regarding  the  use  of  automated  license  plate 
readers  (ALPRs  or  LPRs)  in  intelligence  and  investigative  activities.  Justice  entities 
are  turning  to  LPR  technology  to  help  solve  crimes,  recover  abducted  children, 
detect  trafficking  rings,  and  support  terrorism  investigations.  However,  when 
considering  or  implementing  an  LPR  program,  individual  privacy,  civil  rights,  and 
civil  liberties  must  also  be  vigorously  protected.  Justice  entities  should  therefore 
develop  appropriate  policies  and  procedures  to  guard  against  possible  errors  and 
other  potential  problems.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  Instant  Title  Verification  Using  the  VIN 

Search  Feature 

Tuesday,  February  28,  2017,  2:00  -  3:00  pm  (ET) 

Before  a  jurisdiction  issues  a  title  or  other  ownership  document  or  record,  the  SWI 
can  provide  information  to  help  the  jurisdiction  determine  whether  the  ownership 
documentation  presented  with  the  application  are  valid.  The  information  supports 
jurisdictions'  titling  processes  for  both  new  and  used  vehicles.  The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.  In  addition,  the  NMVTIS  best  practice  is  that 
jurisdictions  perform  an  inquiry  before  issuing  a  title  or  other  ownership  document 
or  record,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  claims  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  in 
another  jurisdiction.

Virginia's  Electronic  Credentials  Act 

The  Virginia  General  Assembly  passed  House  Bill  2229,  the  Electronic  Credentials 
Act,  which  when  signed  by  Governor  Terry  McAuliffe  will  be  the  most 
comprehensive  law  defining  standards  for  e-credentials.  This  measure  builds  upon 
Virginia  DMV's  successful  2016  mobile  driver's  license  study  by  establishing  in 
statute  the  authority  for  DMV  to  issue  credentials,  such  as  driver's  licenses  and 
vehicle  registration  cards,  in  an  electronic  format  as  well  as  a  physical  format. 
Virginia's  leaders  have  endorsed  the  future  of  credentialing  and  set  the  standards 
for  security,  privacy,  and  issuance. 


Maine  DOT  To  Lower  Speed  Limit  on  1-295 

On  March  27,  2017,  the  Maine  Department  of  Transportation  will  be  lowering  the 
speed  limit  on  Interstate  295  from  Falmouth  to  Topsham  from  the  current  70  mph 
to  65  mph.  Since  the  speed  limit  increase  in  2014  from  65  mph  to  70  mph,  data 
shows  that  1-295  crashes  increased  by  29%  in  a  two-year  span  between  the  year 
before  (June  2013-May  2014)  and  the  year  after  (June  2015-May  2016).  During 
that  same  time  period,  traffic  volumes  increased  by  6.4%.  Read  more  here.

President  Trump  Signs  Executive  Order  on  Regulatory 
Reform 

President  Donald  Trump  has  signed  an  executive  order  seeking  to  alleviate 
unnecessary  regulatory  burdens  placed  on  the  American  people.  The  executive 
order  directs  each  federal  agency  to  create  a  task  force  to  identify  and  recommend 
changes  to  "unnecessary,  burdensome  and  harmful"  regulations.  Each  Regulatory 
Reform  Task  Force  will  evaluate  existing  regulations  and  identify  candidates  for 
repeal  or  modification  and  focus  on  eliminating  costly  and  unnecessary 
regulations.  At  a  minimum,  each  Regulatory  Reform  Task  Force  shall  attempt  to 
identify  regulations  that  eliminate  jobs  or  inhibit  job  creation;  are  outdated, 
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from  AR,  BC,  CA,  FL,  IL,  ME,  MN, 
MS,  NH,  NM,  SC,  VA.

unnecessary,  or  ineffective;  impose  costs  that  exceed  benefits;  create  serious 
inconsistency  or  otherwise  interfere  with  regulatory  reform  initiatives  and  policies; 
or  derive  from  or  implement  executive  orders  or  other  Presidential  directives  that 
have  been  subsequently  rescinded  or  substantially  modified.  Agencies  will  be 
responsible  for  measuring  and  reporting  on  their  progress  to  the  President. 

DHS  Secretary  Kelly  Issues  Implementing  Memo  on 
Border  Security  and  Immigration  Enforcement 

On  February  20th,  the  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS) 
issued  an  implementation  memo  regarding  border  security  and  immigration  laws. 
The  memorandum,  entitled,  Implementing  the  President's  Border  Security  and 
Immigration  Enforcement  Improvement  Policies  implements  the  President's 
previous  executive  order  of  the  same  name.  The  implementation  memorandum 
"constitutes  guidance  to  all  Department  personnel,  and  supersedes  all  existing 
conflicting  policy,  directives,  memoranda,  and  other  guidance  regarding  this 
subject  matter."  The  memorandum  describes  the  detention  and  release 
procedures  applicable  to  those  deemed  inadmissible  or  otherwise  described  in 
section  235(b)  of  the  Immigration  and  Nationality  Act  (INA).  Further,  the 
memorandum  expands  Section  287(g)  of  the  INA,  which  authorizes  DHS  to  enter 
into  a  written  agreement  "for  the  purpose  of  authorizing  qualified  officers  or 
employees  of  the  state  or  subdivision  to  perform  the  functions  of  an  immigration 
officer  in  relation  to  the  investigation,  apprehension,  or  detention  of  aliens  in  the 
United  States."  The  memorandum  touches  on  numerous  other  border  security  and 
immigration  enforcement  directives  relative  to  implementation  of  the  President’s 
executive  order. 


DHS  Secretary  Kelly  Issues  Implementing  Memo  on 
Enforcement  of  Immigration  Law 

On  February  20th,  the  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  issued  an 
implementation  memorandum  entitled,  Enforcement  of  the  Immigration  Laws  to 
Serve  the  National  Interest.  This  memorandum  immediately  rescinds  "all  existing 
conflicting  directives,  memoranda,  or  field  guidance  regarding  he  enforcement  of 
our  immigration  laws  and  priorities  for  removal."  This  includes  rescinding  the 
November  20,  2014  memoranda  entitled  "Policies  for  the  Apprehension,  Detention 
and  Removal  of  Undocumented  Immigrants,"  and  "Secure  Communities"  (which 
discontinued  the  program)  issued  under  the  previous  administration.  The 
memorandum  does  not,  however,  rescind  the  June  15,  2012  memorandum  entitled 
"Exercising  Prosecutorial  Discretion  with  Respect  to  Individuals  Who  Came  to  the 
United  States  as  Children,"  (commonly  known  as  DACA)  and  the  November  20, 
2014  memorandum  entitled,  "Exercising  Prosecutorial  Discretion  with  Respect  to 
Individuals  Who  Came  to  the  United  States  as  Children  and  with  Respect  to 
Certain  Individuals  Who  are  the  Parents  of  U.S.  Citizens  or  Permanent  Residents," 
(commonly  known  as  DAPA).  The  memorandum  prioritizes  removal  under 
circumstances  as  directed  in  the  memorandum.  Among  those  prioritized  for 
removal  are  those  who  "have  engaged  in  fraud  or  willful  misrepresentation  in 
connection  with  any  official  matter  before  a  governmental  agency."  The 
memorandum  terminates  the  previous  Priority  Enforcement  Program  and  restores 
the  Secure  Communities  Program,  revising  Department  forms  to  communicate 
immigration  status  with  recipient  law  enforcement  agencies.  This  memo  also  looks 
to  expand  the  287(g)  program  which  would  allow  a  qualified  state  or  local  law 
enforcement  officer  to  be  designated  as  an  "immigration  officer"  for  purposes  of 
enforcing  federal  immigration  law.  Further,  the  memorandum  directs  that  DHS  will 
"no  longer  afford  Privacy  Act  rights  and  protections  to  persons  who  are  neither 
U.S.  citizens  nor  lawful  permanent  residents." 


FHWA  Extends  Deadline  for  Motorcycle  Advisory  Council 
Nominations 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  announces  a  deadline  extension  for 
nomination  applications  for  the  Motorcycle  Advisory  Council  (MAC).  The  FHWA 
published  its  notice  establishing  the  MAC  and  soliciting  nominations  for  MAC 
membership  on  January  9,  2017,  at  82  FR  2436.  The  deadline  for  nominations  for 
MAC  membership  is  extended  to  March  23,  2017.  Interested  parties  should  refer 
to  the  January  9th  notice  for  application  submission  instructions.

NSC:  Motor  Vehicle  Deaths  in  2016  Estimated  to  be 
Highest  in  Nine  Years 

For  the  first  time  in  nearly  a  decade,  preliminary  2016  data  from  the  National 
Safety  Council  estimates  that  as  many  as  40,000  people  died  in  motor  vehicle 
crashes  last  year.  That  marks  a  6%  increase  over  2015,  and  a  14%  increase  over 
2014  -  the  most  dramatic  two-year  escalation  since  1964  -  53  years.  The 
preliminary  estimate  means  2016  may  have  been  the  deadliest  year  on  the 
nation's  roads  since  2007.  An  estimated  4.6  million  roadway  users  were  injured 
seriously  enough  to  require  medical  attention  in  2016,  and  estimated  cost  to 
society  was  $432  billion.  An  NSC  survey  released  Feb.  15  provides  a  glimpse  at 
the  risky  things  drivers  are  doing.  Although  83%  of  drivers  surveyed  believe  driving 
is  a  safety  concern,  a  startling  number  say  they  are  comfortable  speeding  (64%), 
texting  either  manually  or  through  voice  controls  (47%),  driving  while  impaired  by 
marijuana  (13%),  or  driving  after  they  feel  they've  had  too  much  alcohol  (10%).

Governor  Wolf,  Bipartisan  Leaders  Announce 
Pennsylvania  REAL  ID  Extension 

Pennsylvania  has  been  granted  an  extension  until  June  5,  2017  from  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  to  fix  state  law  to  allow  for  federal  REAL 
ID  compliance  after  Governor  Tom  Wolf  and  bipartisan  leaders  including  Senators 
Scarnati,  Corman,  and  Costa,  and  Representatives  Turzai,  Reed,  and  Dermody, 
wrote  to  DHS  Secretary  Jeh  Johnson  earlier  this  month.  The  extension  will  allow 
the  Wolf  administration,  including  the  Pa.  Department  of  Transportation 
(PennDOT),  to  work  with  the  General  Assembly  to  resolve  Pennsylvania's  non- 
compliance  during  the  current  legislative  session.  DHS  told  state  leaders  that 
additional  extensions  may  be  granted,  as  necessary,  once  the  commonwealth  can 
commit  to  meeting  all  REAL  ID  requirements.  Read  more  here.

ensuring  compliance  with  all  of  the  DOT  drug  and  alcohol  testing  program 
requirements  for  their  commercial  drivers  subject  to  parts  382  and  383  of  the 
FMCSRs  and  49  CFR  part  40.  These  requirements  include,  but  are  not  limited  to, 
drug  and  alcohol  testing,  driver  education,  record  retention,  providing  agency 
access  to  records,  and  requesting  drug  and  alcohol  information  from  a  driver's 
previous  employers.  If  a  driver  staffing  agency  chooses  not  to  establish  its  own 
DOT  drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  when  it  provides  a  CDL  driver  to  a  motor 
carrier,  the  motor  carrier  is  solely  responsible  for  complying  with  part  382  prior  to 
allowing  the  driver  to  perform  a  safety-sensitive  function.  This  enforcement 
guidance  is  effective  immediately. 


FMCSA  Announces  Renewal  of  CMV  Hearing  Exemptions 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  announces  two 
decisions  to  renew  exemptions  for  individuals  from  the  hearing  requirement  in  the 
Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  for  interstate  commercial 
motor  vehicle  (CMV)  drivers.  The  exemptions  enable  these  hard  of  hearing  and 
deaf  individuals  to  continue  to  operate  CMVs  in  interstate  commerce.  The  first 
notice  is  for  three  individuals  exempt  from  the  hearing  requirement.  The  renewed 
exemptions  were  effective  on  the  dates  stated  in  the  notice  and  will  expire  on  the 
dates  stated.  The  second  notice  is  for  one  individual  exempt  from  the  hearing 
requirement.  The  renewed  exemption  was  effective  on  May  21,  2016.  The 
renewed  exemption  will  expire  on  May  21 , 2018.  Comments  must  be  received  on 
or  before  January  30,  2017  for  both  notices. 

FMCSA  Seeks  Extension  of  "Financial  Responsibility- 
Motor  Carriers,  Freight  Forwarders,  and  Brokers" 
Information  Collection  Request 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  requests  approval  to 
extend  an  Information  Collection  Request  (ICR)  titled,  "Financial  Responsibility- 
Motor  Carriers,  Freight  Forwarders,  and  Brokers,"  which  is  used  to  provide 
registered  motor  carriers,  property  brokers,  and  freight  forwarders  a  means  of 
meeting  financial  responsibility  filing  requirements.  This  ICR  sets  forth  the  financial 
responsibility  documentation  requirements  for  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders, 
and  brokers  that  arise  as  a  result  of  the  Agency's  jurisdictional  statutes  at  49 
U.S.C.  13501  and  13531.  The  Agency  is  revising  this  ICR  due  to  the 
implementation  of  a  Final  Rule  entitled  "Unified  Registration  System"  (78  FR 
52608,  August  23,  2013)  that  extended  the  financial  responsibility  filing 
requirement  to  exempt  for-hire  motor  carriers  and  private  interstate  motor  carriers 
of  hazardous  materials.  Comments  must  be  received  on  or  before  February  28, 
2017. 


NHTSA  Requests  Comment  on  Proposed  Extension  of 
Early  Warning  Reporting  Information  Collection 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  requests  comment  on 
NHTSA's  proposed  extension  to  approved  collection  of  information  OMB  No.  2127- 
0616.  These  Early  Warning  Reporting  (EWR)  requirements  specify  that 
manufacturers  of  motor  vehicles  and  motor  vehicle  equipment  submit  information, 
periodically  or  upon  NHTSA's  request,  that  includes  claims  for  deaths  and  serious 
injuries,  property  damage  data,  communications  from  customers  and  others, 
information  on  incidents  resulting  in  fatalities  or  serious  injuries  from  possible 
defects  in  vehicles  or  equipment  in  the  United  States  or  in  identical  or  substantially 
similar  vehicles  or  equipment  in  a  foreign  country,  and  other  information  that  assist 
NHTSA  in  identifying  potential  safety-related  defects.  The  intent  of  this  information 
collection  is  to  provide  early  warning  of  such  potential  safety-related  defects. 
Comments  must  be  submitted  to  OMB  on  or  before  January  19,  2017. 

NHTSA  Grant  of  Petition  for  Rulemaking  Regarding 
Federal  CAFE  Standards 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  partially  grants  a 
petition  for  rulemaking  submitted  by  the  Alliance  of  Automobile  Manufacturers  and 
the  Association  of  Global  Automakers  (the  petitioners)  to  consider  amending 
various  aspects  of  the  light  vehicle  Corporate  Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE) 
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5842.  All  online  surveys  can  be 
found  on  the  AAMVA  Web  site  here. 


regulations.  On  June  20,  2016,  the  petitioners  submitted  a  petition  to  the  NHTSA 
and  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  requesting  that  the  agencies 
issue  a  direct  final  rule  to  amend  various  aspects  of  the  Corporate  Average  Fuel 
Economy  (CAFE)  and  light-duty  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  regulations.  The 
petitioners  stated  that  these  amendments  are  necessary  to  "address  various 
inconsistencies  between"  NHTSA's  CAFE  program  and  EPA's  GFIG  emissions 
program,  and  to  "address  additional  inefficiencies"  in  the  programs.  The 
petitioners  requested  that  NFITSA  issue  a  direct  final  rule  to  implement  the 
requested  changes,  but  NHTSA  believes  that  the  issues  and  questions  raised  by 
the  petitioners  are  worthy  of  notice  and  comment.  NHTSA  will  address  the 
changes  requested  in  the  Petition  that  are  within  NHTSA's  jurisdiction  and 
responsibility  in  the  course  of  the  rulemaking  proceeding,  in  accordance  with 
statutory  criteria. 


NHTSA  Seeks  Comment  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  seeks  public 
comment  on  a  proposal  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1 ,500 
consumers  to  explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5- 
star  safety  ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and 
advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of 
consumer  communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive 
consumer  research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of 
information  consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.

ensuring  compliance  with  all  of  the  DOT  drug  and  alcohol  testing  program 
requirements  for  their  commercial  drivers  subject  to  parts  382  and  383  of  the 
FMCSRs  and  49  CFR  part  40.  These  requirements  include,  but  are  not  limited  to, 
drug  and  alcohol  testing,  driver  education,  record  retention,  providing  agency 
access  to  records,  and  requesting  drug  and  alcohol  information  from  a  driver's 
previous  employers.  If  a  driver  staffing  agency  chooses  not  to  establish  its  own 
DOT  drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  when  it  provides  a  CDL  driver  to  a  motor 
carrier,  the  motor  carrier  is  solely  responsible  for  complying  with  part  382  prior  to 
allowing  the  driver  to  perform  a  safety-sensitive  function.  This  enforcement 
guidance  is  effective  immediately. 


FMCSA  Announces  Renewal  of  CMV  Hearing  Exemptions 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  announces  two 
decisions  to  renew  exemptions  for  individuals  from  the  hearing  requirement  in  the 
Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  for  interstate  commercial 
motor  vehicle  (CMV)  drivers.  The  exemptions  enable  these  hard  of  hearing  and 
deaf  individuals  to  continue  to  operate  CMVs  in  interstate  commerce.  The  first 
notice  is  for  three  individuals  exempt  from  the  hearing  requirement.  The  renewed 
exemptions  were  effective  on  the  dates  stated  in  the  notice  and  will  expire  on  the 
dates  stated.  The  second  notice  is  for  one  individual  exempt  from  the  hearing 
requirement.  The  renewed  exemption  was  effective  on  May  21,  2016.  The 
renewed  exemption  will  expire  on  May  21 , 2018.  Comments  must  be  received  on 
or  before  January  30,  2017  for  both  notices. 

FMCSA  Seeks  Extension  of  "Financial  Responsibility- 
Motor  Carriers,  Freight  Forwarders,  and  Brokers" 
Information  Collection  Request 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  requests  approval  to 
extend  an  Information  Collection  Request  (ICR)  titled,  "Financial  Responsibility- 
Motor  Carriers,  Freight  Forwarders,  and  Brokers,"  which  is  used  to  provide 
registered  motor  carriers,  property  brokers,  and  freight  forwarders  a  means  of 
meeting  financial  responsibility  filing  requirements.  This  ICR  sets  forth  the  financial 
responsibility  documentation  requirements  for  motor  carriers,  freight  forwarders, 
and  brokers  that  arise  as  a  result  of  the  Agency's  jurisdictional  statutes  at  49 
U.S.C.  13501  and  13531.  The  Agency  is  revising  this  ICR  due  to  the 
implementation  of  a  Final  Rule  entitled  "Unified  Registration  System"  (78  FR 
52608,  August  23,  2013)  that  extended  the  financial  responsibility  filing 
requirement  to  exempt  for-hire  motor  carriers  and  private  interstate  motor  carriers 
of  hazardous  materials.  Comments  must  be  received  on  or  before  February  28, 
2017. 


NHTSA  Requests  Comment  on  Proposed  Extension  of 
Early  Warning  Reporting  Information  Collection 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  requests  comment  on 
NHTSA's  proposed  extension  to  approved  collection  of  information  OMB  No.  2127- 
0616.  These  Early  Warning  Reporting  (EWR)  requirements  specify  that 
manufacturers  of  motor  vehicles  and  motor  vehicle  equipment  submit  information, 
periodically  or  upon  NHTSA's  request,  that  includes  claims  for  deaths  and  serious 
injuries,  property  damage  data,  communications  from  customers  and  others, 
information  on  incidents  resulting  in  fatalities  or  serious  injuries  from  possible 
defects  in  vehicles  or  equipment  in  the  United  States  or  in  identical  or  substantially 
similar  vehicles  or  equipment  in  a  foreign  country,  and  other  information  that  assist 
NHTSA  in  identifying  potential  safety-related  defects.  The  intent  of  this  information 
collection  is  to  provide  early  warning  of  such  potential  safety-related  defects. 
Comments  must  be  submitted  to  OMB  on  or  before  January  19,  2017. 

NHTSA  Grant  of  Petition  for  Rulemaking  Regarding 
Federal  CAFE  Standards 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  partially  grants  a 
petition  for  rulemaking  submitted  by  the  Alliance  of  Automobile  Manufacturers  and 
the  Association  of  Global  Automakers  (the  petitioners)  to  consider  amending 
various  aspects  of  the  light  vehicle  Corporate  Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE) 
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found  on  the  AAMVA  Web  site  here. 


regulations.  On  June  20,  2016,  the  petitioners  submitted  a  petition  to  the  NHTSA 
and  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  requesting  that  the  agencies 
issue  a  direct  final  rule  to  amend  various  aspects  of  the  Corporate  Average  Fuel 
Economy  (CAFE)  and  light-duty  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  regulations.  The 
petitioners  stated  that  these  amendments  are  necessary  to  "address  various 
inconsistencies  between"  NHTSA's  CAFE  program  and  EPA's  GFIG  emissions 
program,  and  to  "address  additional  inefficiencies"  in  the  programs.  The 
petitioners  requested  that  NFITSA  issue  a  direct  final  rule  to  implement  the 
requested  changes,  but  NHTSA  believes  that  the  issues  and  questions  raised  by 
the  petitioners  are  worthy  of  notice  and  comment.  NHTSA  will  address  the 
changes  requested  in  the  Petition  that  are  within  NHTSA's  jurisdiction  and 
responsibility  in  the  course  of  the  rulemaking  proceeding,  in  accordance  with 
statutory  criteria. 


NHTSA  Seeks  Comment  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  seeks  public 
comment  on  a  proposal  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1 ,500 
consumers  to  explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5- 
star  safety  ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and 
advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of 
consumer  communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive 
consumer  research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of 
information  consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  received  on  or  before  March  6,  2017.

Alaska  Joins  State-to-State  Verification  Service 

AAMVA  congratulates  Alaska  on  successfully  implementing  S2S  during  the 
weekend  of  January  29,  2017  and  becoming  the  13th  participant  using  the  new 
service.  Alaska  will  now  be  able  to  use  SPEXS  to  perform  its  CDLIS  and  S2S 
functions.  Alaska  can  now  track  pointer  information  related  to  its  Base  Driver 
Licenses,  Permit  for  Base  Driver  Licenses,  and  Identification  Cards.  This  supports, 
among  other  goals,  limiting  any  person  to  only  one  driver's  license.  All  migration 
activities  have  completed  as  per  schedule.  CDLIS  and  S2S  services  are  fully 
operational  now.  Other  Jurisdictions  will  also  begin  using  the  State-to-State 
Verification  Service  (S2S)  in  the  upcoming  months  and  AAMVA  looks  forward  to 
supporting  them  during  their  onboarding  process.  One  of  the  benefits  of  S2S  is 
that  it  is  now  possible  to  identify  persons  that  hold  credentials  in  different  states  at 
the  same  time.  This  includes  the  case  where  a  CDL  driver  holds  a  CDL  in  one 
state  and  a  non-CDL  credential,  e.g.  a  base  driver's  license,  in  another  state.  S2S 
states  typically  resolve  such  situations  by  either  deleting  the  non-CDLIS  pointer,  or 
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by  performing  a  CSOR  on  the  CDLIS  pointer.  Such  actions  may  be  accompanied 
by  telephone  and/or  email  contact  between  the  two  states  involved.  The  important 
point  is  that  whenever  a  new  S2S  state  goes  live,  CDLIS-only  states  may  for  some 
time  afterwards  observe  a  higher  than  usual  number  of  CSOR  transactions 
emanating  from  the  S2S  state.

Alaska  Governor  Walker  Introduces  Bill  to  Comply  with 
Federal  REAL  ID  Act 

Governor  Bill  Walker  introduced  legislation  that  would  bring  the  State  of  Alaska  in 
compliance  with  the  federal  REAL  ID  Act,  and  prevent  travel  restrictions  on 
residents  with  a  REAL  ID-compliant  Alaska  driver  license.  Passed  by  Congress  in 
2005,  REAL  ID  establishes  national  standards  on  the  manufacture  and  issuance  of 
driver  licenses  and  identification  cards  to  improve  security  and  limit  the  production 
of  false  ID's.  Governor  Walker's  legislation  would  allow  Alaskans  to  choose 
between  REAL  ID-compliant  and  regular,  noncompliant  identification  cards  and 
driver  licenses.

the  United  States,  and  empower  state  and  local  law  enforcement  agencies  to 
perform  the  functions  of  an  immigration  officer.  This  shift  in  the  role  of  state  and 
local  law  enforcement  is  a  significant  shift  from  prior  direction.  The  executive  order 
addresses  the  issue  of  "sanctuary  cities"  by  providing  that  any  jurisdiction  that 
refuses  to  comply  with  8  USC  1373  is  not  eligible  to  receive  federal  grants,  except 
as  deemed  necessary  for  law  enforcement  purposes  by  the  Attorney  General  or 
the  Secretary  of  DHS.  Finally,  Section  14  of  the  executive  order  states  that 
"agencies  shall,  to  the  extent  consistent  with  applicable  law,  ensure  that  their 
privacy  policies  exclude  persons  who  are  not  United  States  citizens  or  lawful 
permanent  residents  from  the  protections  of  the  Privacy  Act  regarding  personally 
identifiable  information."

White  House  Issues  Regulatory  Freeze 

White  House  Chief  of  Staff  Reince  Priebus  issued  a  Presidential  Memorandum 
regarding  a  regulatory  freeze  pending  review.  The  memorandum  directs  federal 
agencies  to  send  no  regulations  to  the  Office  of  the  Federal  Register  (OFR)  until  a 
department  or  agency  head  appointed  or  designated  by  the  President  reviews  and 
approves  the  regulation  (subject  to  any  exceptions  the  Director  of  the  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget  allows  for  emergency  situations).  For  those  regulations 
that  have  been  sent  to  the  OFR  but  have  not  yet  been  published  in  the  Federal 
Register,  the  memorandum  directs  agencies  to  immediately  withdraw  them  for 
review.  For  regulations  that  have  been  published  in  the  Federal  Register,  but  have 
not  taken  effect,  agencies  are  directed  to  temporarily  postpone  their  effective  date 
for  60  days  from  the  date  of  this  memorandum  (January  20)  for  the  purpose  of 
review.  Where  appropriate  and  as  permitted  by  law,  this  review  period  may  be 
extended  through  notice  and  regulatory  procedures  beyond  that  60  day  review 
period.  Agency  heads  are  requested  to  provide  notice  to  OMB  of  any  regulations 
that  should  be  precluded  from  the  freeze  and  review  directive. 

NCIC  Turns  50:  Centralized  Database  Continues  to  Prove 
its  Value  in  Fighting  Crime 

The  FBI's  NCIC  system — created  to  give  our  law  enforcement  partners  access  to  a 
computerized  index  of  documented  criminal  justice  information  whenever  and 
wherever  they  need  it — celebrated  its  50th  anniversary.  Launched  on  January  27, 
1967,  the  NCIC  database,  according  to  Assistant  Director  Stephen  Morris  of  the 
Criminal  Justice  Information  Services  (CJIS)  Division,  is  "a  cornerstone  of  the  CJIS 
Division's  information-sharing  efforts,  providing  a  lifeline  to  our  local,  state,  federal, 
and  tribal  partners  24  hours  a  day."  The  information  in  the  NCIC  database  can  also 
help  law  enforcement  officers  perform  their  duties  more  safely — for  instance, 
notifying  them  if  the  person  in  the  car  they  are  about  to  approach  might  be  armed 
and  dangerous.  Read  more  here. 


NHTSA  Denies  Automatic  Emergency  Braking 
Rulemaking  Petition 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  denied  a 
rulemaking  petition  jointly  submitted  by  Consumer  Watchdog,  Center  for  Auto 
Safety,  and  Public  Citizen.  The  petition  requested  NHTSA  to  begin  a  rulemaking 
proceeding  to  mandate  that  all  light  vehicles  be  equipped  with  three  types  of 
automatic  emergency  braking  (AEB)  technologies:  Forward  crash  warning,  crash 
imminent  braking,  and  dynamic  brake  support.  NHTSA  is  denying  the  petition 
because  they  have  already  taken  significant  steps  to  incentivize  the  installation  of 
these  technologies  in  a  way  that  allows  for  continued  innovation  and  technological 
advancement;  including  the  expansion  of  their  New  Car  Assessment  Program 
(NCAP)  so  that  the  NCAP  information  for  a  vehicle  notes  whether  the  vehicle  is 
equipped  with  one  or  more  of  these  technologies. 


U.S.  Supreme  Court  Declines  to  Hear  Texas  Voter  ID 
Case 

The  United  States  Supreme  Court  has  refused  to  hear  a  case  regarding  the  Texas 
voter  identification  law  that  requires  a  photo  ID  in  order  to  vote.  Justices  declined 
to  hear  an  appeal  from  Texas  over  a  decision  held  by  the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  for 
the  5th  Circuit  in  New  Orleans  that  held  that  the  201 1  law  violates  a  section  of  the 
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Voting  Rights  Act  of  1965.  The  5th  Circuit  also  sent  the  case  back  down  to  the 
federal  district  court  for  further  proceedings.  Any  action  by  the  Supreme  Court 
while  these  proceedings  are  ongoing  could  interfere  while  the  case  is  still  being 
actively  litigated.  Chief  Justice  John  Roberts  indicated  that  the  issues  involved  in 
the  case,  including  whether  the  law  could  be  discriminatory,  or  could 
disenfranchise  voters,  would  be  better  suited  for  the  Supreme  Court  once  the 
lower  courts  have  concluded  their  work  on  the  case.

Alaska  will  now  be  able  to  use  SPEXS  to  perform  its  CDLIS  and  S2S 
functions.  Alaska  can  now  track  pointer  information  related  to  its  Base  Driver 
Licenses,  Permit  for  Base  Driver  Licenses,  and  Identification  Cards.  This  supports, 
among  other  goals,  limiting  any  person  to  only  one  driver's  license.  All  migration 
activities  have  completed  as  per  schedule.  CDLIS  and  S2S  services  are  fully 
operational  now.  Other  Jurisdictions  will  also  begin  using  the  State-to-State 
Verification  Service  (S2S)  in  the  upcoming  months  and  AAMVA  looks  forward  to 
supporting  them  during  their  onboarding  process.

The  Anti-Car  Theft 
Act  requires  each  jurisdiction  to  perform  an  instant  title  verification  check  before 
issuing  a  title  to  an  applicant  claiming  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  from  an 
individual  or  entity  in  another  jurisdiction.  The  SWI  VIN  search  feature  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  this  legal  requirement.  In  addition,  the  NMVTIS  best  practice  is  that 
jurisdictions  perform  an  inquiry  before  issuing  a  title  or  other  ownership  document 
or  record,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  claims  to  have  purchased  the  vehicle  in 
another  jurisdiction.

Alaska  Governor  Walker  Introduces  Bill  to  Comply  with 
Federal  REAL  ID  Act 

Governor  Bill  Walker  introduced  legislation  that  would  bring  the  State  of  Alaska  in 
compliance  with  the  federal  REAL  ID  Act,  and  prevent  travel  restrictions  on 
residents  with  a  REAL  ID-compliant  Alaska  driver  license.  Passed  by  Congress  in 
2005,  REAL  ID  establishes  national  standards  on  the  manufacture  and  issuance  of 
driver  licenses  and  identification  cards  to  improve  security  and  limit  the  production 
of  false  ID's.  Governor  Walker's  legislation  would  allow  Alaskans  to  choose 
between  REAL  ID-compliant  and  regular,  noncompliant  identification  cards  and 
driver  licenses.

President  Donald  Trump  has  issued  an  executive  order  regarding  immigration 
policy  within  the  interior  of  the  United  States.

the  United  States,  and  empower  state  and  local  law  enforcement  agencies  to 
perform  the  functions  of  an  immigration  officer.  This  shift  in  the  role  of  state  and 
local  law  enforcement  is  a  significant  shift  from  prior  direction.  The  executive  order 
addresses  the  issue  of  "sanctuary  cities"  by  providing  that  any  jurisdiction  that 
refuses  to  comply  with  8  USC  1373  is  not  eligible  to  receive  federal  grants,  except 
as  deemed  necessary  for  law  enforcement  purposes  by  the  Attorney  General  or 
the  Secretary  of  DHS.  Finally,  Section  14  of  the  executive  order  states  that 
"agencies  shall,  to  the  extent  consistent  with  applicable  law,  ensure  that  their 
privacy  policies  exclude  persons  who  are  not  United  States  citizens  or  lawful 
permanent  residents  from  the  protections  of  the  Privacy  Act  regarding  personally 
identifiable  information."

White  House  Issues  Regulatory  Freeze 

White  House  Chief  of  Staff  Reince  Priebus  issued  a  Presidential  Memorandum 
regarding  a  regulatory  freeze  pending  review.  The  memorandum  directs  federal 
agencies  to  send  no  regulations  to  the  Office  of  the  Federal  Register  (OFR)  until  a 
department  or  agency  head  appointed  or  designated  by  the  President  reviews  and 
approves  the  regulation  (subject  to  any  exceptions  the  Director  of  the  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget  allows  for  emergency  situations).  For  those  regulations 
that  have  been  sent  to  the  OFR  but  have  not  yet  been  published  in  the  Federal 
Register,  the  memorandum  directs  agencies  to  immediately  withdraw  them  for 
review.  For  regulations  that  have  been  published  in  the  Federal  Register,  but  have 
not  taken  effect,  agencies  are  directed  to  temporarily  postpone  their  effective  date 
for  60  days  from  the  date  of  this  memorandum  (January  20)  for  the  purpose  of 
review.  Where  appropriate  and  as  permitted  by  law,  this  review  period  may  be 
extended  through  notice  and  regulatory  procedures  beyond  that  60  day  review 
period.  Agency  heads  are  requested  to  provide  notice  to  OMB  of  any  regulations 
that  should  be  precluded  from  the  freeze  and  review  directive. 

NCIC  Turns  50:  Centralized  Database  Continues  to  Prove 
its  Value  in  Fighting  Crime 

The  FBI's  NCIC  system — created  to  give  our  law  enforcement  partners  access  to  a 
computerized  index  of  documented  criminal  justice  information  whenever  and 
wherever  they  need  it — celebrated  its  50th  anniversary.  Launched  on  January  27, 
1967,  the  NCIC  database,  according  to  Assistant  Director  Stephen  Morris  of  the 
Criminal  Justice  Information  Services  (CJIS)  Division,  is  "a  cornerstone  of  the  CJIS 
Division's  information-sharing  efforts,  providing  a  lifeline  to  our  local,  state,  federal, 
and  tribal  partners  24  hours  a  day."  The  information  in  the  NCIC  database  can  also 
help  law  enforcement  officers  perform  their  duties  more  safely — for  instance, 
notifying  them  if  the  person  in  the  car  they  are  about  to  approach  might  be  armed 
and  dangerous.  Read  more  here. 

NHTSA  Denies  Automatic  Emergency  Braking 
Rulemaking  Petition 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  has  denied  a 
rulemaking  petition  jointly  submitted  by  Consumer  Watchdog,  Center  for  Auto 
Safety,  and  Public  Citizen.  The  petition  requested  NHTSA  to  begin  a  rulemaking 
proceeding  to  mandate  that  all  light  vehicles  be  equipped  with  three  types  of 
automatic  emergency  braking  (AEB)  technologies:  Forward  crash  warning,  crash 
imminent  braking,  and  dynamic  brake  support.  NHTSA  is  denying  the  petition 
because  they  have  already  taken  significant  steps  to  incentivize  the  installation  of 
these  technologies  in  a  way  that  allows  for  continued  innovation  and  technological 
advancement;  including  the  expansion  of  their  New  Car  Assessment  Program 
(NCAP)  so  that  the  NCAP  information  for  a  vehicle  notes  whether  the  vehicle  is 
equipped  with  one  or  more  of  these  technologies. 


U.S.  Supreme  Court  Declines  to  Hear  Texas  Voter  ID 
Case 

The  United  States  Supreme  Court  has  refused  to  hear  a  case  regarding  the  Texas 
voter  identification  law  that  requires  a  photo  ID  in  order  to  vote.  Justices  declined 
to  hear  an  appeal  from  Texas  over  a  decision  held  by  the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  for 
the  5th  Circuit  in  New  Orleans  that  held  that  the  201 1  law  violates  a  section  of  the 
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Voting  Rights  Act  of  1965.  The  5th  Circuit  also  sent  the  case  back  down  to  the 
federal  district  court  for  further  proceedings.  Any  action  by  the  Supreme  Court 
while  these  proceedings  are  ongoing  could  interfere  while  the  case  is  still  being 
actively  litigated.  Chief  Justice  John  Roberts  indicated  that  the  issues  involved  in 
the  case,  including  whether  the  law  could  be  discriminatory,  or  could 
disenfranchise  voters,  would  be  better  suited  for  the  Supreme  Court  once  the 
lower  courts  have  concluded  their  work  on  the  case.

TSA  Revises  Processing  of  Security  Threat  Information 
for  HAZMAT  Endorsements  on  CDLs 

The  Transportation  Security  Administration  (TSA)  has  issued  an  Information 
Collection  Request  (ICR)  to  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB) 
regarding  their  processing  of  Security  Threat  Assessment  (STA)  information  for 
individuals  applying  for  a  hazardous  materials  (HAZMAT)  endorsement  on  their 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL).

Johns  Hopkins:  Ignition  Interlock  Laws  Reduce  Alcohol- 
Involved  Fatal  Crashes 

State  laws  requiring  ignition  interlocks  for  all  drunk  driving  offenders  appear  to 
reduce  the  number  of  fatal  drunk  driving  crashes,  a  new  study  by  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Bloomberg  School  of  Public  Health  and  Colorado  School  of  Public  Health 
researchers  suggests.  The  study  —  published  Jan.  5  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Preventive  Medicine  —  found  that  mandatory  interlock  laws  were  associated  with 
a  seven  percent  decrease  in  the  rate  of  fatal  crashes  with  at  least  one  driver  with  a 
blood  alcohol  content  over  the  legal  limit.  The  decrease  translates  into  an 
estimated  1 ,250  prevented  fatal  crashes  in  states  with  mandatory  interlock  laws 
since  states  first  started  passing  such  laws  in  1993.  An  ignition  interlock  is  an 
alcohol-sensing  device,  connected  to  the  ignition  of  a  vehicle,  which  detects 
alcohol  in  the  driver's  breath.  If  alcohol  in  excess  of  a  preset  limit  is  detected  by  the 
sensor,  the  vehicle  will  not  start.  While  all  50  states  have  some  type  of  ignition 
interlock  laws,  26  have  mandatory  laws  requiring  all  individuals  convicted  of  a  DUI 
offense  to  use  an  interlock  in  order  to  drive  legally,  as  of  March  2016.  Read  more 
here.

A  new  report  from  the  AAA  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety  finds  that  while  young 
millennials  are  the  riskiest  drivers  -  none  of  us  are  setting  good 
examples.

AAA:  Younger  Millenials  Top  List  of  Worst  Behaved 
Drivers 

A  new  report  from  the  AAA  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety  finds  that  while  young 
millennials  are  the  riskiest  drivers  -  none  of  us  are  setting  good 
examples.  According  to  the  study,  almost  90  percent  of  young  millennials  - 
defined  as  those  between  the  ages  of  19-24  -  engaged  in  at  least  one  risky 
behavior  behind  the  wheel  in  the  past  30  days,  earning  the  top  spot  of  worst 
behaved  drivers  in  the  US.  These  dangerous  behaviors  ?  known  to  increase  crash 
risk  ?  included  texting  while  driving,  speeding  and  running  red-lights.  In  fact,  50 
percent  of  the  young  millennials  said  they'd  driven  through  a  red  light  in  the  past 
month.  These  findings  come  as  U.S.  traffic  deaths  rose  to  35,092  in  2015,  an 
increase  of  more  than  7  percent,  the  largest  single-year  increase  in  five  decades.

Social  Security  Administration  Now  Using  DLDV  in 
California,  Florida  and  Texas 

The  Social  Security  Administration  (SSA)  continues  to  roll  out  its  online  service 
that  allows  residents  of  U.S  jurisdictions  to  replace  Social  Security  Number  (SSN) 
cards  from  the  comfort  of  their  home  or  office,  without  the  need  to  travel  to  a  SSA 
office.  SSA's  internet-based  Social  Security  Number  Replacement  Card  (iSSNRC) 
program  reduces  the  number  of  SSN  replacement  card  requests  in  SSA  field 
offices  and  card  centers.  To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.  Eight  additional  jurisdictions  are  in  the  process  of  coming  onboard  DLDV.  The 
benefit  of  the  iSSNRC  application  is  only  available  to  residents  in  participating 
DLDV  jurisdictions  who  have  had  contact  with  SSA  since  1981.  Residents  can 
check  eligibility  by  opening  their  online  mvSSA  account.

Idaho  State  Police  Mourns  the  Passing  of  Former 
Director,  Col.  Ed  Strickfaden 

■  The  men  and  women  of  the  Idaho  State  Police  are 
deeply  saddened  to  learn  that  one  of  their  former 
directors  and  the  "Father  of  the  Contemporary  ISP," 
Colonel  (Retired)  Edwin  D.  Strickfaden,  passed  away 
on  March  16,  2017.  Col.  Strickfaden  was  a  dedicated 
public  servant  who  served  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force  prior 
to  joining  the  State  Police  in  1967.  He  served  as  a 
Trooper  in  various  ranks  throughout  our  state  and 
became  our  leader  in  1999.  Soon  after  becoming 
director,  Col.  Strickfaden  spearheaded  the  effort  to 
reorganize  the  former  Idaho  Department  of  Law 
Enforcement  to  better  serve  the  citizens  of  Idaho.

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.  Read  more  here.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 


DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

FHWA:  Release  of  New  Pilot  Car  Escort  Vehicle  Training 
Publications 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  has  released  new  Pilot  Car  Escort 
Vehicle  training  publications,  including  best  practices  guidelines,  best  practices  for 
law  enforcement,  a  study  guide,  training  manual,  and  PowerPoint  slides,  all  of 
which  may  be  accessed  at  https://ops.fhwa.dot.gov/freiqht/sw/index.htm.  The  best 
practices  guidelines  document  summarizes  the  material  found  in  the  2016 
Pilot/Escort  Vehicle  Operators  (P/EVO's)  Training  Manual.  The  2016  Pilot/Escort 
Vehicle  Operators  Training  Manual  is  the  result  of  extensive  research,  review,  and 
analysis  of  existing  pilot/escort  vehicle  operators  training  materials,  laws  and  rules 
relevant  to  P/EVOs,  incident  reports,  case  studies,  and  other  information  focused 
on  the  movement  of  oversize  loads.  The  Pilot/Escort  Vehicle  Operators  Training 
Manual,  its  companion  Pilot/Escort  Vehicle  Operators  Study  Guide,  a  P/EVO 
training  presentation,  and  these  Pilot/Escort  Vehicle  Operators  Best  Practices 
Guidelines  are  available  to  State  agencies,  training  providers,  and  others  involved 
in  the  training  and  certification  of  P/EVOs.  Each  of  these  documents  can  be  used 
individually  or  in  combination,  and  are  available  at  no  charge  from  FHWA's 
website.  The  format  of  these  materials  offers  flexibility  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
pilot/escort  operators,  from  one-  or  two-car  companies  to  more  complex  multi-state 
operations.

FHWA  Extends  Deadline  for  Motorcyclist  Advisory 
Council  Nominations 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  has  announced  that  it  is  extending  the 
deadline  for  nomination  applications  for  its  Motorcyclist  Advisory  Council  (MAC) 
until  April  15,  2017.  The  MAC  will  coordinate  with  and  advise  the  FHWA 
Administrator  on  infrastructure  issues  of  concern  to  motorcyclists,  including:  barrier 
design,  road  design,  construction  and  maintenance  practices  and  the  architecture 
and  implementation  of  intelligent  transportation  system  technologies. 

FMCSA  Withdraws  Safety  Fitness  Determination  NPRM 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  withdrawn  its 
January  21,  2016  notice  of  proposed  rulemaking  (NPRM)  proposing  a  revised 
methodology  for  issuance  of  a  safety  fitness  determinations  for  motor  carriers.  The 
new  determination  would  have  determined  when  a  motor  carrier  is  not  fit  to 
operate  in  interstate  commerce.  Under  provisions  of  the  FAST  Act,  FMCSA  must 
receive  the  Correlation  Study  from  the  National  Academies  of  Science  and  assess 
whether  and,  if  so,  what  corrective  actions  are  advisable,  and  complete  additional 
analysis  before  determining  whether  further  rulemaking  action  is  necessary  to 
revise  the  safety  fitness  determination  process. 


FMCSA  Extends  ICR  on  Accident  Recordkeeping 
Requirements 

FMCSA  has  announced  that  it  is  requesting  approval  to  extend  its  information 
collection  regarding  "Accident  Recordkeeping  Requirements."  The  information 
collection  request  relates  to  FMCSA  requirements  that  motor  carriers  maintain  a 
record  of  accidents  involving  their  commercial  motor  vehicles.  Motor  carriers  are 
not  required  to  report  this  data  to  FMCSA,  but  must  produce  it  upon  inquiry  by 
authorized  Federal,  State  or  local  officials. 


FMCSA  Invites  Public  Comment  on  CDL  Skills  Testing 
Delays  Survey  Information  Collection 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  invites  public  comment 
on  its  plan  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  to  review  and  approve 
an  information  collection  (ICR)  to  collect  data  on  the  delays,  by  State, 
that  applicants  face  when  scheduling  a  CDL  skills  test.  This  ICR  and  subsequent 
data  analysis  is  required  by  section  5506  of  the  Fixing  America's  Surface 
Transportation  Act  (FAST  Act)  which  requires  the  FMCSA  to  produce  a  study  on 
CDL  skills  test  delays  on  an  annual  basis.  The  respondents  for  the  annual  survey 
will  be  State  CDL  Coordinators,  and  State  CDL  Coordinators  and  State  CDL  test

FMCSA  Further  Delays  ELDT  Final  Rule 

In  accordance  with  the  Presidential  "Regulatory  Freeze  Pending  Review"  the 
effective  date  of  the  final  rule  entitled  "Minimum  Training  Requirements  for  Entry- 
Level  Commercial  Motor  Vehicle  Operators"  is  further  delayed  until  May  22,  2017. 
The  initial  effective  date  was  February  6,  2017.  The  "Regulatory  Freeze" 
memorandum  directed  the  heads  of  Executive  Departments  and  Agencies  to 
temporarily  postpone  for  60  days  from  the  date  of  the  memorandum  the  effective 
dates  of  certain  regulations  that  had  been  published  in  the  Federal  Register  but 
had  not  yet  taken  effect.  The  first  delay  pushed  the  effective  date  back  until  March 
21, 2017.  This  represents  the  second  extension  of  the  effective  date 
accompanying  the  entry-level  driver  training  final  rule. 


FMCSA  Announces  Extension  of  ICR  on  Training 
Certification  for  Drivers  of  Longer  Combination  Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  announces  an 
extension  of  a  currently-approved  information  collection  request  (ICR)  titled, 
"Training  Certification  for  Drivers  of  Longer  Combination  Vehicles  (LCVs)."  This 
ICR  relates  to  FMCSA  requirements  for  drivers  to  be  certified  to  operate  LCVs, 
and  the  requirements  that  motor  carriers  must  satisfy  before  permitting  their 
drivers  to  operate  LCVs.  Motor  carriers,  upon  inquiry  by  authorized  federal,  state 
or  local  officials,  must  produce  an  LCV  driver-training  certificate  for  each  of  their 
LCV  drivers.  On  October  14,  2016,  FMCSA  published  a  Federal  Register  notice 
announcing  an  increase  in  the  Agency's  estimate  of  the  total  information  collection 
burden  of  these  driver  training  certifications  and  asked  for  public  comment. 
Interested  parties  must  submit  comments  before  April  26,  2017. 

GAO  Issues  Report  and  Recommendations  on  SAVE 
Program 

The  U.S.  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  entitled, 
"Immigration  Status  Verification  for  Benefits:  Actions  Needed  to  Improve 
Effectiveness  and  Oversight."  This  report  examines  the  extent  to  which  USCIS  has 
(1)  determined  the  accuracy  of  SAVE  information,  (2)  instituted  safeguards  to 
protect  privacy  and  provide  the  ability  to  correct  erroneous  information,  and  (3) 
monitored  user  agency  compliance  with  SAVE  program  policies.  GAO  has  made 
nine  recommendations  as  a  result  of  the  report,  including  that  USCIS  improve 
guidance  and  ensure  training  on  verification  requirements,  develop  and  implement 
a  more  effective  method  for  record  correction;  and  develop  a  documented,  risk- 
based  strategy  for  monitoring  compliance. 

NHTSA  Delays  Effective  Date  of  Minimum  Sound 
Requirements  for  Hybrid  and  Electric  Vehicles  Rule 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  delays  the  effective 
date  of  the  rule  entitled  "Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety  Standards;  Minimum  Sound 
Requirements  for  Hybrid  and  Electric  Vehicles,"  published  in  the  Federal  Register 
on  December  14,  2016.  The  effective  date  of  the  final  rule  published  (81  FR 
90416),  December  14,  2016,  delayed  on  February  6,  2017  (82  FR  9368),  is 
delayed  further  until  May  22,  2017.  This  action  is  in  accordance  with  the 
memorandum  of  January  20,  2017,  from  the  Assistant  to  the  President  and  Chief 
of  Staff,  entitled  "Regulatory  Freeze  Pending  Review."  The  memorandum 
temporarily  postpones  the  effective  date  of  regulations  that  have  been  published  in 
the  Federal  Register  but  have  not  taken  effect  to  60  days  from  the  date  of  the 
memorandum  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  questions  of  fact,  law,  and  policy  they 
raise.

DOJ  Drops  Challenge  to  Voter  ID  Law 

The  United  States  Justice  Department  (DOJ)  has  determined  that,  rather  than 
continuing  to  litigate  the  discriminatory  purpose  claim  in  its  ongoing  litigation 
regarding  the  Texas  voter  ID  law,  DOJ  "should  give  full  effect  to  the  Fifth  Circuit's 
directives  by  withdrawing  that  claim  and  allowing  the  Texas  Legislature  the 
opportunity  to  rectify  any  alleged  infirmities  with  its  voter  identification  law." 
Accordingly,  the  United  States  has  determined  that  it  will  not  pursue  its  purpose 
claim  at  this  time  and  respectfully  moves  for  voluntary  dismissal  of  that  claim 
without  prejudice.  The  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  5th  Circuit  has  already  ruled  in 
the  case  that  the  voter  ID  law  has  a  discriminatory  effect  requiring  changes  to  the 
law,  but  DOJ  has  chosen  not  to  pursue  the  discriminatory  intent  claim.

The  Social  Security  Administration  (SSA)  continues  to  roll  out  its  online  service 
that  allows  residents  of  U.S  jurisdictions  to  replace  Social  Security  Number  (SSN) 
cards  from  the  comfort  of  their  home  or  office,  without  the  need  to  travel  to  a  SSA 
office.  SSA's  internet-based  Social  Security  Number  Replacement  Card  (iSSNRC) 
program  reduces  the  number  of  SSN  replacement  card  requests  in  SSA  field 
offices  and  card  centers.  To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.  Eight  additional  jurisdictions  are  in  the  process  of  coming  onboard  DLDV.  The 
benefit  of  the  iSSNRC  application  is  only  available  to  residents  in  participating 
DLDV  jurisdictions  who  have  had  contact  with  SSA  since  1981 .  Residents  can 
check  eligibility  by  opening  their  online  mySSA  account.

Hello  everybody. 

Following  up  on  our  discussion  about  which  brand  codes  NMVTIS  should  expect  to  receive,  I  can  confirm  that  the  NMVTIS  brand  8 
("Junked")  is  never  sent.  The  mistake  was  in  my  personal  association  of  NMVTIS  numeric  codes  with  their  English  equivalents. 
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As  it  stands,  using  Vehicle  Menu  function  9  to  add  a  status  message  of  type  "J"  results  in  an  NMVTIS  brand  11  ("Salvage  -  Damage  or 
Not  Specified")  being  added  to  the  pointer  for  that  vehicle. 

Removing  this  status  message  through  Vehicle  Menu  function  9  results  in  NMVTIS  brand  11  ("Salvage")  being  removed  from  the 
NMVTIS  pointer,  NMVTIS  brand  10  ("Reconstructed")  being  added  to  the  pointer,  and  the  model  for  that  vehicle  being  changed  to 
"REC". 


In  response  to  Susan's  question  as  to  what  date  is  being  used  for  this  new  Reconstructed  brand,  my  understanding  is  that  we  use  the 
date  the  "J"  status  message  is  removed. 

David  and/or  Debra,  when  you  have  a  moment  could  you  please  confirm  that  my  understanding  of  the  existing  mainframe  code  is 
correct  and  that  it  matches  the  DMV's  intention  of  what  brands  Alaska  should  send?

Thank  you  for  your  recent  letter  requesting  the  S2S  Governance  Committee  (Committee)  consider 
Alaska's  request  to  participate  in  S2S  with  a  pointer  file  that  uses  fewer  than  five  digits  of  the 
social  security  number. 

As  you  recognize  in  your  correspondence,  S2S  was  designed  to  require  the  last  five  digits  of  an 
applicant’s  social  security  number  to  accurately  identify  a  requested  record  and  avoid  false 
identification.  The  potential  for  a  single  state  to  submit  an  incomplete  SSN  could  compromise  the 
record  retrieval  process  of  participating  states  by  returning  many  more  records  than  needed. 

Alaska  DMV  Director  Thompson  presented  your  request  to  the  S2S  Committee  at  its  meeting  on 
April  27th.  Following  discussion  of  the  matter,  the  Committee  asked  staff  to  prepare  a  project 
assessment  to  determine  the  scope  and  cost  of  an  analysis  of  this  request.  At  its  next  meeting,  the 
Committee  will  take  up  the  matter  to  determine  next  steps.  Director  Thompson  will  be  kept 
apprised  of  the  Committee’s  progress  on  the  matter.

I  apologize,  I  was  not  involved  in  the  analysis  nor  "implementation"  of  the  second  endpoint.  I  will  revert  the  previous 
change  I  made  this  morning  to  the  existing  NMVTIS  Menu  version  and  implement  this  alternate  version  for  the  AAMVA 
Menu.  It  seems,  we  will  need  to  test  both  menus  separately  after  all.

I've  finished  the  alternate  implementation  on  the  AAMVA  menu.  In  total  there  are  three  different  ways  Ill's  are  sent: 

1. )  Implicitly  as  part  of  the  various  titling  processes,  which  to  my  understanding  requires  a  VIN. 

2. )  Explicitly  from  the  AAMVA  menu,  as  a  help  desk  function,  also  sending  an  IT  and  thus  requiring  a  VIN  to  be  used. 

3. )  Explicitly  from  the  NMVTIS  menu,  as  a  help  desk  function,  does  not  send  an  IT  and  does  not  require  VIN  to  be  used. 
(Although  there  is  an  explicit  theft  inquiry  on  both  the  NMVTIS  and  AAMVA  menu  which  both  require  a  VIN  to  be  used.) 

To  the  best  of  my  understanding,  R02A  and  R02B  can  be  executed  all  three  ways,  while  R02C  can  only  be  executed  the 
third  way. 

The  very  first  screenshot  I  sent  you  would've  been  R02A  using  method  3. 

The  following  screenshots  with  IT's  sent  now  reflect  R02A  and  R02B  being  executed  using  method  2,  but  I'd  be  happy  to 
redo  these  tests. 

The  last  screen  shot  represents  R03  using  method  3. 

This  leaves  R02B  using  method  3  untested,  with  the  titling  versions  completely  untested.

•  Will  only  accept  requests  which  include  a  VIN,  with  or  without  Title  Number  and  State  of  Title. 

•  Will  not  accept  a  request  without  a  VIN. 

I  apologize,  I  was  not  involved  in  the  analysis  nor  "implementation"  of  the  second  endpoint.  I  will  revert  the  previous 
change  I  made  this  morning  to  the  existing  NMVTIS  Menu  version  and  implement  this  alternate  version  for  the  AAMVA 
Menu.  It  seems,  we  will  need  to  test  both  menus  separately  after  all.

Also,  for  the  record,  yesterday  I  mentioned  that  you  should  be  performing  inquiry  before  any  updates.  There  is  one 
exception.  Should  not  perform  inquiry  on  vehicles  that  are  not  NMVTIS  eligible,  like  boats,  golf  carts,  trailers,  etc.  In  the 
vehicle  mapping  which  is  included  in  the  test  case  plan  there  is  a  column  that  says  whether  the  vehicle  is  supposed  to  be 
sent  to  NMVTIS  or  not.  If  it  says  no,  you  should  not  do  inquiry. 


As  far  as  the  testing,  I  don't  see  where  you  sent  an  IT.  Also,  I  need  to  be  able  to  see  all  the  responses  you 
received.  There  should  be  some  more  RI/RJ  messages.  Otherwise,  the  format  of  the  message  looks  good.

I've  finished  the  alternate  implementation  on  the  AAMVA  menu.  In  total  there  are  three  different  ways  Ill's  are  sent: 

1. )  Implicitly  as  part  of  the  various  titling  processes,  which  to  my  understanding  requires  a  VIN. 

2. )  Explicitly  from  the  AAMVA  menu,  as  a  help  desk  function,  also  sending  an  IT  and  thus  requiring  a  VIN  to  be  used. 

3. )  Explicitly  from  the  NMVTIS  menu,  as  a  help  desk  function,  does  not  send  an  IT  and  does  not  require  VIN  to  be  used. 
(Although  there  is  an  explicit  theft  inquiry  on  both  the  NMVTIS  and  AAMVA  menu  which  both  require  a  VIN  to  be  used.) 

To  the  best  of  my  understanding,  R02A  and  R02B  can  be  executed  all  three  ways,  while  R02C  can  only  be  executed  the 
third  way.

I've  finished  the  alternate  implementation  on  the  AAMVA  menu.  In  total  there  are  three  different  ways  Ill's  are  sent: 

1. )  Implicitly  as  part  of  the  various  titling  processes,  which  to  my  understanding  requires  a  VIN. 

2. )  Explicitly  from  the  AAMVA  menu,  as  a  help  desk  function,  also  sending  an  IT  and  thus  requiring  a  VIN  to  be  used. 

3. )  Explicitly  from  the  NMVTIS  menu,  as  a  help  desk  function,  does  not  send  an  IT  and  does  not  require  VIN  to  be  used. 
(Although  there  is  an  explicit  theft  inquiry  on  both  the  NMVTIS  and  AAMVA  menu  which  both  require  a  VIN  to  be  used.) 

To  the  best  of  my  understanding,  R02A  and  R02B  can  be  executed  all  three  ways,  while  R02C  can  only  be  executed  the 
third  way. 

The  very  first  screenshot  I  sent  you  would've  been  R02A  using  method  3. 

The  following  screenshots  with  IT's  sent  now  reflect  R02A  and  R02B  being  executed  using  method  2,  but  I'd  be  happy  to 
redo  these  tests.
